Private James. Baillie, peétter 
known as “Scotty” enlisted in Jan- 
uary 1915 with that now famous 
Battalion, the 49th Canadians, and 
left for overseas in June 1915,-and 
in October of the same year went 
with his Battalion to the firing 
line. His baptism of fire was re- 
ceived at “Plug” Street, Messines, 
where a number of the battalion 
were wounded and killed, for some 
time the battalion remained at this 
point, then they were called to 
Ypres, Hill 60,-at this point he 
was in some real fighting, and was 
near Pte. F. Mott when he got 
the wound that caused him his 
life. 

Pte. Baillie was in éverything 
that the 49th took. part in up to 
the time of getting: his wound, it 
came about while the battalion 
was on the Somme faking the 
“Mocot” farm, next to Courcelette 
on the 15th of September, while 
the battalion was going in to re- 
lieve the 4th C. M. R.’s- a shell 
exPloded near him killing the 
comrades on either side of him and 
throwing him about ten feet in 
the air, when he landed he found

Fake a galvanized. or enamelled 
pail and set it inside of a large wun- 
glazed flower pot (the larger the bet- 
ter)” Plug the drain hole in the bot 
tom of the pot.
